Nearly the last opinion delivered by 


Judgi' Briggs before his retirement from 
the bench was one in which lie granted a 
new trial in a case because a witness 
whose testimony had been admitted lacked 
faith in a personal (Jod. 
The witness 


said tliat though he believed in the Cre- 
ator of the Universe and in a Supreme 
1'owei which would punish him here for 
false swearing; lie did not believe in (.Jod 
as commonly understood by the people1, 
nor in a personal God, nor !iud as nn en- 
tity. 
There was no other evidence in 


support of the objection to the witness. 
"Somrthing more is required to render 
one competent as a witness," said the 
Judge "than a belief in a Supreme 1'ower 
simpK as a power or principle, which may 
be th' resistless natural laws as exhibited 
by the motion and operation of the ele- 
ments and to violate which will surely 
bring punishment here to the transgressor. 
The luil'uif required by our laws is a belief 
in tin- existence of an Omniscient Su- 
preme Being, who will impose divine 
punishment for purjury either in this 
world or in the next. 
If the belief he 


short nf this it fulls under the ban of legal 
condemnation. 


This is no doubt a logical interpreta- 


tion of the law of Pennsylvania. In this 
Stiite, as in all of the other States of the 
I'nion there are laws upon the statute 
books which, coining down from past ages 
unchanged, antagonize modern sentiment 
and practice. 
The law in regard to oaths 


in thi-- Stale, to some degree, conies under 
this category. 
The opinion of Judge 


]!rig; s, Jogical as it is, would produce 
very disastrous results in an important 
trial, no matter how great the interests 
at stake, whether public or private, if to 
carry on the trial the testimony of any of 
many of the most distinguished men oi 
literature and science were necessary to 
secure the ends of justice. 


If the law of this State, as interpreted 


by Judge liriggs, is not different from 
that of the District of Columbia, and we 
presume the law in both sections is nearly 
identical, the monster, Uuiteau, could 
never have been convicted if his convic' 
tion li id depended upon tlie testimony of 
Herbert Spencer, the greatest thinker of 
hisajje; Professors Tynclall or Huxley, 
the most noted of modern scientists; 
Professor Fisk of this country, Henry 
Ward licechcr. Dr. Ilobert Collyer, Ualj 
Waldo Kmerson, or even those poets so 
dear to American hearts and homes, 
Longfellow and Whittier. 
Their uflirin- 


tion, which would carry conviction any- 
wncre, woiuu not be taken, but the most 
worthless character from the slums, if he 
acknowledged "a belief in the existence of 
an Omniscient Supreme Being, who will 
impose divine punishment for perjury, 
either in this world or in the next, 
would be a competent witness.

construes it. Isn't it time that the lai 
in regard to oaths should be modified 
Is it right, and can justice be imparliall 
meted out when men of the highest char 
actor and attainments are declared in 
competent witnesses, while a vagabond' 
testimony may send an innocent man t 
the gallows?

amended so that the- affirmation of an; 
man, no matter what his belief, shouU 
weigh equally with the oath, the punish 
mant fur false testimony to be the sami 
in both cases. No reputable man, whcthei 
strongly orthodox or heterodox in opinion 
would give false testimony.

from

reverence for the sacredness of an oath, 
or fear of supernatural punishment foi 
violating it.

TIIE POSTAL TELEdUAPH. 


_ A subject so important as the estab- 
lishment of a government postal tele- 
graph cannot be properly dealt with by 
Congress on the basis of so crude a bill 
as that introduced by Mr. Anderson of 
Kansas yesterday. 
Mr. Anderson's in- 


tentions are excellent, no doubt, but his 
bill shows a lack of careful consideration 
on his part. 
If he has been prompted to 


take this step by his anti-monopolist con- 
victions, he has set about his task in the 
wrong way. 
The true remedy for the 


evils of private telegraph monopoly is not 
to be sought in the creation of a compe- 
ting government telegraph, for when the 
government goes into the telegraph busi- 
ness it ought to do so not as a competitor 
for the patronage of tbe public, but as a 
monopolist itself. 
The abuses which un- 


regulated monopolies put upon the people 
may be corrected in other ways. It is not 
necessary for the government to engage 
in oil refining because the Standard Oil 
Company put an outrageous tax upon the 
people's light; nor is it obliged to put up 
telegraph poles and wires to protect the 
people from the tax which Mr. Jay Gould 
puts upon them to get dividends on his 
watered telegraph stocks. 
There are 


other ways for accomplishing these desir- 
able ends. 
Still, the fact "that the tele- 


graph system of the country has got into 
the bauds of a clique of conscienceless 
stock gamblers furnishes a very strong 
argument for the establishment of a gov- 
ernment postal telegraph. 
When it be- 


comes 
apparent 
that, independent of 


questions of monopoly, a government tel- 
egraph is desirabJe, in tlie interests of 
the public, then it will bo time to estab- 
lish it. 
The tirne when this will be ap- 


parent is probably approaching very rap 
idly. 
Two recent events have made the 


subject one for present practical discus- 
sion. 
One is the announcement of a sur- 


p'.us in the Post Office Department, the 
other tlie passage of the Civil Service 
reform bill. 
Now that the department 


has demonstrated its ability to make the 
transportation of the mails a self-support- 
ing business tliere will be a greater read- 
iness to intrust the telegraph business of 
the country to its charge, while the sud- 
den conversion of Congress and so many 
of the politicians to the wholesome doc- 
trines of reform serves as a guarantee 
that the vast field of appointments thrown 
open by the absorption of the telegraph 
would not be considered merely as a fat 
pasture for gentlemen in the patronage 
line.

Medical statisticians have been at fault 


in not collating the snowfall and mortal- 
ity of cities, for the result would proba- 
bly show that the death rate every winter 
rises after an unusually heavy precipita- 
tion of snow, which is allowed to lie and 
gradually melt. 
It is usually supposed 


that cold, and consequently the icing of a 
filthy area, has an antiseptic effect, des- 
troying the myriad germs of disease in 
the dust and dirt of alleys and highways. 
But that this is a delusion has been re- 
peatedly demonstrated by careful experi- 
ments. 
In 1S78 the German investiga- 


tor Frisch, by means of solid carbonic 
acid and ether, exposed putrefactive fluid 
bacteria and other forms of germ life to 
intense cold. 
While in a temperature of 


four degrees below zero they were appar- 
ently numbed, but after subjecting them 
to the enormously low temperature of 87 
degrees below zero, which was allowed 
gradually to arise in the course of 2i 
hours to the freezing point, he found they 
were not killed, but when transferred to 
a suitable nutritive fluid they grew rap- 
idly. 
Similar results were reported to 


have been obtained last year by a French 
investigator. So long as the streets and 
courts are not coated with snow or ice the 
Winds .'ItlH rnma may ha cnutltcd On tO 
carry off some d.ust and do a certain 
amount of scavenging. But the snow and 
ice coating serves as a protection to the 
disease-breeding germs, under which they 
hibernate only to come 
forth when we 


have a thaw with increased pestilential 
power. 
The problem of keeping dry and 


iceless streets in winter is as grave as 
that of keeping clean streets at other 
seasons of the year. 
When it is remem- 


bered that the hygrometric condition of 
the air also is most perilous to health 
when the iced pavements are giving off 
their accumulated moisture no effort to 
keep them dry seems too painstaking. 
Apart from the inconvenience and costly 
delays to business caused by suowed-up 
streets in our large cities sanitary consid- 
erations alone would justify a large outlay 
of money to have the crystal masses 
hauled away from the main thorough- 
fares to points where they would be harm- 
less. — AJeio York Herald.

There scorns to be little doubt that the 
] 


Interior Department exceeded its author- 
ity when it agreed to lease substantially 
the whole of Yellowstone Park to a com- 
pany of capitalists for a term often years. 
The act of Congress approved March 1, 
1872, by which the Yellowstone tract was 
made a public park, provided that the 
Secretary of the Interior might, "in his 
discretion, grant leases for building pur- 
poses for_.tenns not exceeding tea years 
of small parcels of ground at such places 
in the park as shall require the erection 
of buildings for the accommodation of 
visitors. 
The lease to Unfits Hatch and 


others, which was promised by the Inte- 
rior Department in September last but 
which has not yet been signed, gives them 
exclusive control for ten years of 4,440 
acres of the park. 
This vast tract con- 


tains the geysers, great falls and Yellow 
stone Lake, all the principal objects of 
interest to visitors, so that the lease is 
practically a surrender of the whole 3,300 
square miles of the park to a private as- 
sociation of capitalists. 
In return for 


this valuable privilege the United States 
will receive only a nominal rent of a sum 
not exceeding two dollars an acre, and 
tlie lessees bind themselves to erect only 
one hotel building, 


It is easily apparent that this lease is a 


violation of the spirit of the act of 1872. 
A tract of 4,440 acres cannot be called a 
"small parcel of ground" required for the 
erection of buildings for the accommoda- 
tion of visitors. 
To be sure the ground 


is let in seven different tracts of 040 
acres each, but then they are all included 
in one lease and are- all leased to the same 
persons. 
It was clearly the intent of the 


law to have each separate grant of land 
used for the erection of a hotel, thus en- 
couraging rival establishments, which 
would prevent the extortions upon visit- 
ors which are certain to arise from a mo- 
nopoly of hotel privileges. The park is 
for the people and should be managed in 
the interest of the people rather than in 
the interest of speculators. 
It is clearly 


not in the interest of the people to put 
the only portions of the park worth visit- 
ing in the exclusive control of a single 
company of capitalists who will be able to 
make all visitors stop at one hotel. While 
the lease provides that the public shall 
have free access to all the natural curios- 
ities of the region, it also gives the lessees 
authority to forbid visitors remaining or 
camping on the ground. 


Another objectionable provision of the 


lease is the granting to the lessees the 
exclusive right of transportation of visit- 
ors by stage or otherwise through the 
park. 
Tins is open to the same objection 


as the exclusive hotel privilege—that it 
will permit and encourage extortion. 
A 


still further objection to the lease lies in 
the fact that it will permit the wholesale 
destruction of game in the park. 
The 


Committee on Territories in tho Senate 
have reported through Mr. Vest a bill 
which meets all these objections, and by 
clearly defining the powers of the Interior 
Department makes any future mistakes of 
the kind which this lease appears to be 
impossible, and at the same time prevents 
the fulfilment of the contract which the 
Assistant Secretary of the Interior has 
made with Mr. Hatch and his associates. 
The bill' appears to be clearly in the in- 
terest of the people and ought to be 
passed.—N. Y. Tribune.
